2« Huta Wizow used to he a German enterprise before the war# I do 
not know whatifci did then. In 1949, it was expanded. In 1951, 
two-thirds of the enterprise had been completed and was in 
operation while the third part was still under oonstruo t ion. When 
finished the enterprise was to employ about 3,000 workers. In 1951 
about 1,500 workers were employed. 


3. The enterprise was located three to four kilometers north of 
Boleslawieo. Most of the workers commuted from Bolesl&wied. 

The train Stopped in front of the factory. 

4. The entire area of the enterprise was fenoed-in by a six foot high 
wire fenoe.i Only authorized persons were allowed inside the compound. 
Most of the work was secret so that workers from one ^section of the 
factory were not allowed to visit other sections. All workers had 

to have passes to enter the factory compound. 

5. From my friends who worked in Huta Wizow I heard that great quantities 
of copper were brought to the factory by a single track railroad 

line which led into the factory from Boleslawieo. I heard that the 
enterprise produced sulfuric acid, poison gases, and artillery and 
rifle shells. I do not know other details* The plant was guarded by 
factory guards and by the Internal Security Corps (Korpus Bezpieozenstwa 
Wewne tr z ne go - KBW ) .
